This  comprehensive  treatise  covers  the  historical,  constitutional, 
economic,  and  administrative  aspects  of  the  debts  of  the  forty-eight 
states.  The  first  section  is  a  chronological  treatment  of  the  debts 
from  the  Colonial  period  to  World  War  I  and  includes  the  first 
complete  story  of  the  Virginia-West  Virginia  suit.  A  more  intensive 
topical  treatment  of  the  debts  since  World  War  I  follows,  with 
special  emphasis  given  to  the  case  studies  of  the  Arkansas  and 
Tennessee  debts.  Professor  Ratchford  appraises  state  borrowing 
and  suggests  safeguards  against  increased  constitutional  limitations.

If  Alcott  was  the  lesser  man,  he  was  nevertheless  Emer¬ 
son’s  most  intimate  friend,  known  and  loved  for  almost  fifty  years, 
the  one  companion  in  whose  presence  Emerson  most  clearly  became 
aware  of  his  own  thoughts.  In  different  ways,  both  found  strength 
in  their  friendship.  Together,  their  thoughts  comprise  the  best  of 
America. 

Professor  Hoeltje  has  based  his  study  almost  solely  on  the  volumi¬ 
nous  diaries  and  letters  of  Emerson  and  Alcott.  The  purpose  has 
been  not  to  give  a  critical  biography  but  to  reveal  the  characters 
and  permit  them  to  speak  their  own  thoughts,  as  colored  by  their 
own  feelings.  The  point  of  view  is  internal  and  emotional  rather 
than  external  and  intellectually  aloof.
